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The  year  has  proved  one  of  the  most  difficult  yet 
e.^xperienced.  The  drought.  Y.'hich  appefored  to  he  general 
t.hroughout  the  oountr.y,  reduced  the  yield  of  the  sources

.j-L  v\ic^.L  L che  Ministry  of  Health  gave  permission  to 

the  Oounoll  to  augment  the  supply  hy  abstracting  72,000 
gallons  per  day  frum  the  overfiovv  o.f  1h.e  springs  at  Guns 
Mills,  under  the  F-ast  Dean  Water  Order  1944.  To  bring 
this  additional  water  to  the  service  reservoirs,  it  was 
necessary  to  lay  a main  t:>r  a distance  of  480  yards,  to 
erect  a small  pump  house,  ana  install  an  electrically 
driven  pump  capable  of  raising  the  water  against  a head 
of  112  feet  to  the  impounding  reservoir  at  Greenbottom. 


While  this  additional  source  gave  considerable  relief, 
it  became  obvious  that  a permanent  additional  increase  to 
the  sources  of  supply  would  have  to  be  made.  The  Council 
therefore  called  in  their  Consulting  Engineers  - Messrs., 
Lemon  & Blizard  - and  acting  on  their  advice,  a contract 
was  entered  into  with  Messrs.  Gejrge  Stov/e  and  Co.  of 
Glough,  to  sink  a trial  borehole  in  the  north  eastern  part 
of  their  area  (Ruardean  Parish). 


The  Engineers  have  not  yet  made  their  final  repoi't  oyi 
the  result  of  this  trial,  but  I think  it  is  qu.ite  safe  t.') 
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T.be  four  rcrv.iniag  parishes  of  Huntley,  Churcham,  Longhope 
and  Awre  renjaind  be  supplied.  Huntley  and  Churcham 
Parishes  are  included  in  the  Gloucester  and  Cheltenham  Water 
Bj....rd  area  and  negotiations  are  proceeding  to  link  up  these 
areas  in  the  proposed  extension  of  that  Water  Board, 


The  Parishes  of  Awre  and  Longhope  can  be,  from  an 
Zinpineeririg  point  of  view,  easily  linked  up  with  the 
elopment  of  the  Ruardean  Borehole  site. 


7h«  quantitf  df  wat6r  aupplidd  during  the  year  from  the 

(JreeTOottaw  Pumping  station  is  gallons;  out  of 

this  total  2,203#i400  gallons  have  heen  supplied  to  the  West 
Dean  Area.  The  consumption  per  head  per  day  was  16.6  gallons. 

Sewers  and  Sewape  Purification  Works. 

The  whole  of  the  sewers  in  the  Council’s  area  have 
functioned  fairly  well  during  the  yeetf  and  the  Purification 

■'•rforks  at  Soudley  (East  Dean),  Littledean  and  Mitcheldean  are 
in  fairly  good  working  order,  although  all  the  works  are 
showing  signs  of  the  lack  of  labour  and  are  in  need  df  repairs 
and  painting.  Very  few  new  connections  to  the  sewers  have 
been  asked  for. 

Prior  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  schemes  had  been 
reported  on  for  the  constmaction  of  a sludge  digestion  tank  at 
Soudley,  to  assist  the  sludge  disposal,  A preliminary 
‘application  to  the  Ministry  was  also  made  for  construction  of 
sewers  and  sewage  purification  works  for  the  Parish  of 
Huardean. 

Housing, 

The  I3U  houses  controlled  by  the  Council  are  also  showing 
signs  of  lack  of  materials  and  labour  and  are  all  in  want  of 
minor  repairs  and  painting.  Only  one  change  of  tenancy  has 
occurred  during  1944* 

Housing  by  Private  Enterprise  has  been  severely  restricted.
